Federal Government's 
Proposed Wheat 
Policy For 1941 


While final details of the Federal 
Government's Wheat Policy for 1941 
are not available, we believe the fol- 
lowing summary of the Government 
Policy issued by Sanford Evans, 
Statistical Services, Winnipeg, will be 
of interest and assistance to grain 
growers: 

“$400 wn acre will be paid for land 
in summmerfallow over and above the 


number of acres in summerfallow in 
1940, 

“For exch acre sown to coarse 
grains ov grass in IL over the 


acreage for such crops in 1040, $2.00 
will be paid. An additional sum of 
$2.00 an acre will be paid on lands 
which having been sown to grass in 
191), or toryein the autumn of 1941, 
arein grass or rye on July 1, 1942, 
notWithstanding that such land may 


have been summerfailowed or sown 
to coarse grains in 1041, 
*Provision is made that on farms 


where the last wheat crop was in 1939, 
the acreage for that year or 60 per 
lcent. of the cultivated acreage in 1940, 
whichever is the muaybe ac. 
cepted as the basis for wheat redue- 
tion in 1941,
